A SUMMARY  BY

On  Saturday,  May  15th,  current  members  of  the  Board, 
Chairpersons  of  all  committees,  and  former  Board  members  met 
for  an  in-depth  work  day  to  look  at  where  we  have  come  with  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  what  directions  we  need  to  take  for  the 
future.  This  meeting  was  held  for  a few  reasons: 

• we  have  seen  a consistent  decline  in  our  membership  and  no 
significant  increase  in  membership  in  the  later  classes  of  the 
diploma  program  or  in  the  IHP  classes 

• the  association  has  been  running  with  a negative  budget  for  the 
past  3 years  as  money  from  dues  and  fund  drives  have  not 
equaled  the  amount  that  it  is  actually  costing  to  run  the 
organization  - fortunately  there  are  some  money  sources  that 
we  can  utilize  but  these  will  not  always  be  available  to  us  and 
finances  must  be  addressed 

• we  needed  to  develop  a better  organizational  system  for 
orienting  people  to  the  function  of  the  association  and  to  run 
the  association  office 

• questions  had  been  raised  about  the  historical  memorabilia  that 
the  organization  owns  and  the  possible  need  to  have  a second 
edition  the  "Centennial  Review"  or  a new  book  that  would 
define  the  years  since  the  Centennial  so  that  there  would  be  a 
written  history  of  the  closing  of  the  diploma  program  and  the 
development  and  progress  of  the  IHP 

• the  mission  and  goal  of  the  organization  need  to  be  re  looked  at 
and  the  Bylaws  of  the  association  need  revision 


The  group  met  and  had  a very  productive  day.  Although  there 
were  no  finalized  decisions  made,  the  need  for  task  force  work 
was  identified.  These  task  forces  would  look  at  the  forms  the 
association  is  using,  the  office  organization,  the  format  and  use  of 
the  Alumnae  Record,  financial  strategies  for  the  future,  and  both 
an  outreach  to  the  IHP  and  to  non  active  diploma  graduates  to  join 
the  association  and  the  need  to  document  and  record  in  some 
fashion  the  history  of  the  school  and  the  association. 

Over  the  summer  months  sub  groups  will  be  meeting,  and  we 
hope  that  by  Homecoming  in  September  we  will  be  able  to  define 
more  clearly  the  goal  and  mission  statement  for  the  members.  We 
also  hope  that  at  the  annual  meeting  we  will  be  able  to  put  a call 
out  to  all  members  who  are  interested  to  join  one  of  the  Task  Force 
Committees  that  will  be  designed. 

This  organization  has  a long  and  proud  history  and  it  is  up  to  each 
of  us  as  graduates  and  members  of  the  Alumnae  to  see  that  the 
organization  stays  alive  and  well  and  continues  to  support  its 
members.  The  Board  has  decided  that  the  time  has  come  to  make 
changes  if  needed  and  look  critically  at  what  we  should  do  and 
what  we  must  do  to  function  into  the  next  century.  We  need  input 
from  everyone.

WAR,  WOMEN,  AND  THE  CARE  OF  THE 
SICK— THE  U.S.  CADET  NURSE  CORPS

Of  all  the  changes  in  American  society  wrought  by  World  War  II,  few 
were  as  sweeping  or  as  permanent  as  the  entrance  of  women  into  die  work 
force.  The  massive  labor  requirements  of  the  war  industries  occurring,  as 
they  did,  at  the  very  moment  that  much  of  the  Nation’s  male  work  force 
entered  military  service  left  a void  filled  rapidly  and  effectively  by  Ameri- 
can women.  A special  chapter  of  this  social  revolution  was  written  by  the 
U.S.  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  (PHS) 
as  it  expanded,  standardized  and  improved  nursing  education  and  service 
in  the  United  States. 

In  1941,  the  PHS,  working  with  the  Nursing  Council  on  National 
Defense,  conducted  an  inventory  of  nurses  and  found  that  of  289,000  RNs 
in  the  United  States,  only  172,000  were  actually  working.  The  Army  was 
at  that  very  moment  attempting  to  hire  4,000  nurses  to  handle  recmits 
and  the  anticipated  nursing  needs  of  the  military  would  greatly  exceed 
the  capacity  of  the  system.  The  resultant  Nurse  Training  Act  of  1941 
provided  Surgeon  General  Thomas  Parran  with  $1.2  million  to  fund  stu- 
dent nurses,  refresher  courses  for  inacdve  nurses,  and  postgraduate  courses 
in  specialty  areas.  Dr.  Parran  assigned  Pearl  Mclver  of  the  Nursing  Section 
of  the  Division  of  State  Services  to  mn  the  program. 

New  enrollment  in  the  Nation’s  nursing  schools,  spurred  by  the  War 
and  aided  by  the  Nurse  Training  Act,  climbed  slowly  from  38,000  in  1940 
to  47,500  in  1942.  However,  nursing  faced  stiff  competition  from  indus- 
trial jobs  where  salaries  lured  both  potential  recmits  and  established  nurses 
away  from  the  bedside  and  onto  the  factory  floor.  In  consultation  with 
nursing  and  defense  agency  leadership,  in  1943,  the  PHS  determined  that 
65,000  women,  10  percent  of  all  high  school  graduates  that  year,  would 
need  to  be  recmited  into  nursing  and  that  a new  approach — initially  called 
the  “Victory  Nurse  Corps’’ — should  be  tried.  This  revolutionary  idea 
quickly  gained  backers  and  the  Nurse  Training  Act  of  1943,  introduced 
by  Congresswoman  Frances  Payne  Bolton,  was  passed  and  signed  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  creating  a $65  million  program  called  the  U.S.  Cadet  Nurse 
Corps. 


Key  to  the  recruitment  into  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  was  an  identifica- 
tion with  the  war  effort  symbolized  by  a smart  uniform  sporting  the  PHS 
logo  on  the  beret.  Full  tuition  scholarships  for  all  participants  with  a fifteen 
dollar  a month  stipend  and  “an  education  for  life”  promise  provided  in- 
centive. Cadet  nurses  enrolled  in  approved  programs  throughout  the  coun- 
try, committing  to  2 years  of  service  following  their  training.  The  PHS, 
in  turn,  underwrote  nursing  schools  through  tuition  and  suppon  payments, 
training  grants  and  additional  funds  to  build  classrooms  and  dormitories. 
Dr.  Parran  created  the  Division  of  Nurse  Education  to  mn  the  program 
and  appointed  Lucille  Petty  its  director — the  first  woman  to  head  a PHS 
division. 

The  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  was  rapidly  adopted  by  the  Nation,  receiving 
$13  million  of  donated  publicity  and  technical  assistance  in  its  first  year. 
Cadet  Nurses  appeared  on  bill  boards  and  radio  spots,  newsreels  and  maga- 
zine covers.  A fashion  show  to  chose  the  uniform  was  held  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  and  celebrities,  such  as  Eleanor  Roosevelt  and  Mrs.  Winston 
Churchill,  made  regular  appearances  with  Cadet  Nurses.  The  reemitment 
target  of  63,000  was  easily  exceeded  for  1943  as  were  the  goals  of  the  sub- 
sequent 2 years. 

With  the  war  over,  admission  into  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  was  termi- 
nated and  by  1949  the  last  student  had  graduated.  Of  the  170,000  stu- 
dents enrolled,  124,000  had  graduated  and  1,123  of  the  Nation’s  1,300 
nursing  schools  had  panicipated.  During  1943,  83  percent  of  nursing  stu- 
dents in  the  country  were  Cadet  Nurses. 

The  impact  of  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  spread  far  beyond  its  mission 
of  staffing  hospitals.  From  the  outset,  the  program  recruited  and  trained 
Black  nurses.  Twenty-one  Black  nursing  schools  panicipated  as  did  38 
schools  with  integrated  classes  training  3,000  Black  nurses.  The  educational 
standards  developed  and  enforced  by  the  PHS  improved  and  regularized 
nursing  education,  and  scholastic  and  construction  grants  to  nursing  schools 
enabled  many  of  them  to  emerge  from  the  shadows  of  the  hospitals  that 
previously  had  been  their  sole  sponsors.  Nursing  established  itself  as  a strong 
and  permanent  presence  with  the  PHS  with  46  percent  of  the  PHS  budget 
devoted  to' the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  in  the  1944-46  period. 

The  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  changed  the  history  of  both  the  PHS  and  nurs- 
ing in  the  United  States.  It  was  a powerful  program  whose  legacy  should 
not  be  forgotten  as  nursing  shonages  again  trouble  the  Nation.
